ticular; notwithſtanding he has, in the ſame Pamphlet, 


inſerted an Oath, or Obligation, (which he ſays he 
took when he was made a Maſon) by which he was 
ſolemnly bound not to reveal, or cauſe to be revealed,

any of the Secrets of Free- Maſonry ; therefore an 
impartial Perſon will be greatly puzzled to determne 
which of - theſe Oaths he may with any Certainty de- 
lieve. 


It may likewiſe be a Matter of great Wonder, how 


the Magiſtrate could be guilty of ſo groſs an Error, 


as to adminiſter an Oath to this Anatomiſt, after he 
had taken (as he faid) ſo ſolemn an Obligation, which 
certainly the Magiſtrate could no by means contradict 3 ; 

for which Reaſon he muſt appear to & im actually for- 
worn, unleſs the Alderman thought the former Oath 
was of no Force, becauſe it was. adminiſter'd by a 
Perſon who had not the ſame Authority with 
himſelf. 


Now as ſome of my Readers. may - poſſibly be of 
the ſame Opinion, tho? it is certainly a very weak 
ane, I ſhall-introduce the Opinion of Biſhop Saxderfon, 
the greateſt Caſuiſt that ever treated upon the Subject

« 36. As if Caius ſhould - ſwear to ſell his Land to 
6% Jitius, or to lend him an hundred Crowns: The 
e Anſwer is brief, an Oath in this Caſe is both lawful 
5% and binding, 4 


Now this judicious Author mentions nothing con- 
cerning the Authority of thoſe who are to adminiſter 
Oaths, but poſitively affirms, that if one Man ſwears 


to another, that he will fell him his Land, or lend 
him an e Crowns, Sc. that he is bound t to fulfil 


his Oath. 


Therefore if a Man binds himſelf by an Oath, in a 


Matter of the leaſt Moment, whether before a Magi- 
ſtrate 
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ſtrate or not, he ſhould ſtill remember that he is before 
the Supreme Judge, and is therefore obliged to per- 
form it; otherwiſe he is certainly guiltV of the horrible 


Sin of Perjury. 


If therefore this ſnam Diiſſector of Free- Maſonry 
had ever taken ſo ſolemn an Obligation, (which he 
ſwore he did) when he was made a Maſon, he was 
certainly forſworn by making the Secret publick; and 
as he really never did, as every impartial Reader will 
believe, he nevertheleſs ,was perjur*d for making Oath 
that he had; therefore what Man in his Senſes would 
ever give Credit to a Wretch that had been guilty 
of ſo deteſtable a Crime *! | 


The Reader. will wonder then by what Means I 
obtain'd the Secrets, having never been initiated; and 
for my own Part, I am ſurpriz'd they were never made 
publick before, having paſs'd for ſo many Centuries, 
through ſo many Countries, Languages, Sects, and 
Parties: But however, as they never were, [I ſhall no 
longer ſuſpend the Reader's Curioſity, who will now 
have a fair Opportunity of being as good a Maſon as 
the beſt, by Time, Patience, and his own Induſtry;

Mason's Inſtruction. I thought this extremely valu- F 


able, knowing my Father had been a Maſon many 
Years, and therefore I made not the leaſt Doubt but 
the Account was authentick. I immediately applied 
myſelf to the Study of Maſonry, and thortly became 
Maſter of the whole Art. 


My Affairs, ſoon after this, requir'd. me ta ſettle 4 


in Norwich, in which City are ſevetal Regular Lodges, 
and I was determined to pay a Viſit to ſome of them the 
firſt Opportunity.

He was extremely 
well pleaſed, to think he had found a. Brother ſo un- 
2 expectedly, and ſaid, Pray Mr. Slade, how long 
have you been a Maſon, and where was you made?“ 
„Jou may remember, ſaid I, about five Years ago, 
« I went to Antigua with my Uncle Slade, who you 
« know was a Maſon; and, at his Requeſt, I was 
«© made at Parham Lodge, as ſoon as we arrived,”? 
This I expreſt with ſo grave a Countenance, that he 
believed what I ſaid to be Fact, and ſaid, ** Sir, 
„ have no Reaſon to doubt what you tell me, but 
e pray anſwer me two or three Queſtions; which [ 
did, ſo much to his Satisfaction, that he Þ took me 
by the Hand, and ſaid, Brother Slade, I am ſo 
far convinced that you are a Maſon, that you, 
„ ſhall go with me, and ſee theſe Gentlemen made.“ 
] accordingly: went, and faw the whole Ceremony, 
which fully convinced me that the Inſtructions I had 
found in the Bureau were genuine. My Friend aſked 
me to become a Member of that Lodge, which I 
agreed to, and was accordingly accepted, and in two 
Years I was inſtalled Maſter. Some Time after this, 
I entered myſelf a Member of two other Lodges, in 
both which, I had the Honour of ſerving that Office; 
but as ſome unforeſeen Misfortunes occaſioned me to 
leave Norwich, (a Recital of which would be needleſs 
and tedious to the Reader) I came to London, where 
II was adviſed by ſome of my Friends, who are not 
l Maſons, to publiſh this Account of Free- Maſonry, 
for a ſmall Support in my neceſſitous Circumſtances.

Q. Why fo? ry : 


A. Silence and Secrecy were enjoined us, that 
none but the Initiated ſhould ever know our Art, and 


Myſtery, and Brotherly Love; that, by our unparallel'd 


Eſteem and Regard for each other's Welfare, and 
of the Craft in general, our Fame might ſpread over 


the Face of the whole Earth and Waters, fo that we 


might be remembered among the Sons of Men till
